(The following is an extract from a let- 
ter just received from our new Superior 
General, the Very Rev. C. J- Grendel, 
S.V.D., in which he relates how he and 
the members of the Chapter were received 
in an audience with the Holy Father.) 


ESTERDAY I was received by the 
Holy Father in a private audi- 
ence. His first words were, that he 
knew our Society quite well. The 
Holy Father said he was better ac- 
quainted with the Society of the Di- 
vine Word than with most other so- 
cieties, through the reports about our 
work, the visits of our Most Reverend 
Bishops, and through our work in 
the Lateran Museum. His Holiness 
inquired most minutely about the 
present conditions of the Society, the 
number of its professed members, 
its novices, and its work, especially 
in the missions. This last inquiry was 
extended to each mission separately, 
about which he requested information 
concerning the welfare of the Chris- 
tians and catechumens, and the in- 
crease of the native clergy. He showed 
himself especially delighted with the 
large number of novices. Finally he 
commissioned me, in express words, 
te convey his special -blessing .-and 
greeting to each and every member of 
the Society, and in particular to our 
confréres in the mission fields. . .

Outlawed” Rev. Wm. Markoe, S.J., 
editor of the /nternational Review, de- 
clares that race prejudice is not only an 
evil detrimental both to the prejudiced 
and to. the object of that prejudice, but 
is also “essentially a sin against the sec- 
ond great Commandment which our Lord 
described as being like unto the first.” 
Father Markoe says in part: “. . -preju- 
dice, real or supposed, hinders Catholic 
Negro education, worship, leadership, 
priesthood, and in general retards the 
conversion of. the colored race, members 
of which are frequently bewildered and 
seandalized... Educators, pastors, and 
rectors of seminaries usually will regret 
the existence of prejudice, but at the 
same time emphasize the undeniable fact 
of its existence... Some people even at- 
tach a certain honorable respectability to 
prejudice. It is a mark of taste, good- 
breeding, culture... Now all this seems 
very strange when the truth of the mat- 
ter is, especially in the case of Catholics, 
that prejudice against Negroes is wholly 
irrational, ridiculous, and sinful. Preju- 
dice against Negroes is a sin against 
charity and justice — a species of rash 
judgment. It is something altogether 
absurd and extremely childish. It has 
not a leg to stand on. It is not consist- 
ent with sound Catholic Theology, either 
dogmatic or moral; it is not based on 
fact. nor is it consistent with obvious 
truth; it is altogether unscientific whe- 
ther we consider it from the angle of so- 


ciology, biology, or anthropology; it is 
not even good Americanism. Worst of 
all, prejudice is something despicable and 
hideously repulsive in the sight of God. 
It is something that was abhorred by St. 
Peter Claver, patron of all mission work 
among Negroes, and it is uncompromis- 
ingly condemned by our Holy Father the 
Pope, the Vicar of Jesus Christ on earth.”

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ALPH H. Mercatre, Olympic hero and 

student of Marquette University, Mil- 
waukee, Wis., is a convert to the Catholic 
Church.

HOSE, who are always appealing for sup- 

port of the Negro Missions in the 
United States, do so, not to turn the eyes of 
Catholics away from the Foreign Missions, 
but to direct their attention to the prior 
claim of the Home missions on their aid. In 
the February Mission Fields at Home, Fa- 
ther Albert Muntsch, S.J., writes: “Mission 
Fields at Home — the very title ought to be 
a challenge to American Catholics. We need 
not all aspire to carry the Gospel of Christ, 
and the sweet story of the Rood to ‘India’s 
coral strands.’ There is work to be done in 
these mission fields at home. We can all 
help. Never ought it be said by the future 
historian of the Church in America that 
while fixing our eyes on larger gains, we neg- 
lected the opportunities at our very doors. 
‘Charity begins at home’ is a true saying in 
more senses than one.” And lest some think 
that such sentiments are confined to priests 
alone, hear what Mr. Elmo Anderson, Pres- 
ident of the Layman’s Union of New York, 
said in a recent radio address: “How little 
it sometimes takes to win the hearts of Ne- 
groes! Will you do that little? Do you 
say that you would like to convert Africa? 
— and you will not speak a word that will 
convert the African at home! Do you give 
alms to carry the Glad Tidings to India, 
China and Japan? — and you will not speak 
the word which carries the same Heavenly 
message to you colored American neighbor! 
Dare we be honest about souls? Here is the 
Negro who brushes elbows with us: why not 
speak to him, invite him to our church, ac- 
company him to the priest, instruct him, take 
him into our schools? Examples draw where 
precept fails, and sermons are less read than 
tales, . ,” 


HE Negro scientist, George W. Carver, 

Professor of Tuskegee Institute, Ala., 
and Fellow of the Royal Society of Great 
Britain, continues to surprise the wo:ld with 
his experiments on ordinary vegetables and 
the synthetic products obtained from them. 
Now we learn that he has succeeded in ob- 
taining from peanuts a milk, the cream of 
which can be made into butter. “But that’s 
not all this wonderful colored man has done.” 
remarks the News and Observer of Raleigh, 
N.C. “From sweet pctatoes he has obtained 
118 products from library paste to stock food, 
from vinegar to molasses, and from candy 
to ink and shoe blacking, And they say he 
is still going strong, working right on with 
the hidden mysteries of the soybean, dande- 
lion, sweetgum, willow, okra, cotton stalks. 
tomato stetns, and what else. making useful 
Products from everyone of them. From the 


lowly peanut he has taken... 202 useful ar- 
ticles, from powders and linoleum to dyes for 
cloth, sauces for salads, milk and other bev- 
erages, shampoos and fucial cream... Edison 
once offered this colored man a princely sal- 
ary to spend five years in the Edison labora- 
tories, but he modestly preferred to remain 
with his own work among his own people. 
And so, like Edison, he has proved to be 
more interesting even than the wonderful 
things he has done.” 


HE evidence is not conclusive, but con- 

siderable data has been gathered to sup- 
poit the thesis that the world owes the art 
of music to the black race. From this it 
would seem that the art spread up from Af- 
rica into our Occidental world. Certainly, 
as every one who knows the colored people 
appreciates, music is natural to them... Re- 
cently we had the privilege of hearing the 
choir of the Fiske University for colored 
boys and girls sing at Carnegie Hall. Be- 
sides rendering in their incomparable beauty 
and purity some of the songs native to the 
American Negro, so rightly called Spirituals, 
the choir sang two or three plainsongs by 
Palestrina. The intuition, or gift. which 
they showed for harmonizing, for bringing 
simply indescribable chimes and overtones out 
of the contrapuntal parts, was indeed exquis- 
ite high art. It led us to wish devoutly that 
more choirs of colored singers could be or- 
ganized for the rendering of plainchant,” — 
The Commonweal 


HINA, pagan and backward tho’ it be, 

has served to open the eyes of at least 
one white American to the injustice of race 
prejudice. The following, appearing in Op- 
portunity, are the words of Pearl S. Buck, 
1932 Pulitzer Prize winner, the daughter of 
Southern parents, but who herself has lived 
many years in the Far East. “I am glad to 
have lived among those of another race... It 
has taught me not only to see and be ashamed 
of race arrogance in members of my own 
race, but I know through bitter experience 
what it is to suffer because others despise me 
for being white... I have had, even. that 
Strange and terrible experience of facing 
death because of my color. At those times 
nothing, nothing I might have done could 
have saved me. I could not hide my race... 
I consider race feeling in any country, in 
any individual of any race, to be a deadly 
poisonous emotion, the foe to humanity. 
Every man and woman of intelligence must 
fight it in himself, in herself, everywhere.” 


a CHURCH for colored Catholics is in con- 
templation in Liverpool, England. When 
it is built it will be the only one of its kind in 
England. There are about six hundred col- 
ered people in Liverpool and it is estimated 
that about two hundred and fifty of them 
are Catholics.” — The Denver Register 


“Q.: Why do colored Catholics object 
to colored Catholic Churches when all 
other nationalities, Irish, Polish, Italian, 
have their own churches?” 

“A: If a Catholic church is located in 
a neighborhood inhabited predominantly 
by colored people, it is to be expected that 


the congregation of this church will be 
predominantly colored. To this kind of 
Colored Catholic Church there is not, nor 
can there ever be, any objection. The ob- 
jection, however, as every Negro knows, 
is to the effort made to send every col- 
ored Catholic in a city to the ‘Colored 
Church’ once it is established; and there- 
in lies the difference between ‘Colored 
Churches’ and churches of other nationali- 
ties. Imagine, if you ean, an Irishman 
who lives two blocks from a Catholic

a Negro, is tracing out and gathering not 
only slave songs, but also the spontaneous 
creations of the new Negro, weaving them 
together and building upon their melodic 
foundation. And from this has resulted 
“Symphony No. 1,” the first symphony of its 
kind ever written by a Negro. The composer 
is William L. Dawson, Director of the Tus- 
kegee Choir and formerly first-trombonist of 
the Chicago Civic Orchestra. The Literary 
Digest quotes Mr. Dawson describing his 
symphony as “an attempt to develop Negro 
music, a something they have said again and 
again could not be developed... I have never 
doubted the possibilities of our music, for I 
feel that buried in the South is a music that 
somebody, someday, will discover. They will 
make another great world music of the folk 
songs of that section.” That the brilliant 
young composer has not escaped the usual 
racial discriminations is clear from the fol- 
lowing excerpt from the New York Herald 
Tribune: “Mr. Dawson was graduated with 
first honors by the Horner Institute of Fine 
Arts in Kansas City, Kans., but because he 
was a Negro he was not allowed to sit on 
the platform the day that Henry J. Allen, 
Governor of Kansas, distributed the diplo- 
mas. He sat in the gallery, and his diploma 
was delivered to a proxy. However, on that 
occasion the Kansas City Symphony Orches- 
tra played one of his compositions.” 


Os average non-Catholic Negro church 
is a social center. The members gather 
at the church, not only to obtain material for 
spiritual advancement, but also to seek social 
contact, the exchange nf ideas, healthy intel- 
lectual recreation and even entertainment. 
Colored converts to Catholicism miss _ this. 
It is impressed upon them that the Catholic 
church building is devoted exclusively to the 
direct worship of God, and they realize the 
unbecomingness of expecting it to serve en- 
tertainment and social purposes. Yet some 
parishes have supplied these recreational fa- 
cilities by establishing parish centers and 
clubs. To mention cnly a few examples: 
some years ago St. Toseph’s Church, Nor- 
folk, Va., fitted up a clubroom in the school 
building for the use of the young men of 
the congregation. Later, more spacious ac~- 
commodations were provided, and now an 
auditorium is available for parish activities 
and social gatherings. St. Rose of Lima 
Church, Bay St. Louis, Miss., has recently 
built a combination clubroom and auditorium. 
St. Elizabeth’s Church, Chicago, III, possess- 
es a club building, which, besides facilities 
for the usual activities, also provides for 
lodging of colored Catholic visitors. How- 
ever, a model for others to imitate is the 
new Claver Center of St. Peter Claver par- 
ish, Brooklyn, N. Y. Housed in a building 


of graceful architectural lines, it includes an 
auditorium for presentation of plays, basket- 
ball games, club dances, etc.; a bowling alley, 
a billiard hall, a circular running track, and 
a gymnasium with full equipment. “St. Pe- 
ter Claver parish...,” remarks Mission 
Fields at Home, “in establishing the Claver 
Center not only takes care of the spiritual 
needs of her people, but makes adequate pro- 
vane for their social and material needs 
also. 


Penne on a show recently staged at 
the Orpheum Theatre, New Orleans, 
Mel Washburn writes in the Morning Trib- 
une of that city: “There is one Negro boy 
in the lot who sets a genuine record for his 
race. He is the first Negro I've seen on the 
same stage with white performers in New 
Orleans. Now that the barrier is down, why 
can’t we have Bill Robinson, Cab Calloway, 
Josephine Baker, and some of the other real- 
ly clever colored vaudeville artists on our 
vaudeville programs?” 


Cy time ago, during the Catholic Hour 
sponsored by the National Council of 
Catholic Men and broadcast over a chain 
of some 55 stations, Father James Gillis 
spoke brilliantly in behalf of fairness to- 
wards the American Negro. The sermon 
had dire results. A radio-station in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., that had been on the chain, 
switched out the Catholic Hour after 
twelve minutes of the talk, and broadcast a 
phonograph record instead. Another Sta- 
tion, in Atlanta, Ga., wanted to abandon the 
Catholic Hour program for good, but was 
fortunately dissuaded. After these evidenc- 
es of racial feeling, it was good to read in 
the course of an article by a convert in 
Our Sunday Visitor the following passage: 
‘Influenced by the stories I had read of the 
saints, I became a visitor at the Mass. 
When I saw the people approach and kneel 
at the rail, white and colored side by side, 
I was stricken dumb with surprise. And I 
decided that a Church whose doctrines are 
so potent, and whose faith is so vital, now 
in this age, as to make people lose sight of 
racial prejudice, of social prejudice, of ev- 
erything except God, was the Church for me 

So I became a Catholic.” — The Li- 
guorian 


@e= W. Brount wrote in the South- 
ern Workman: “Throughout the Unit- 
ed States, and especially in the South, Ne- 
groes are badly in need of increased hospital 
and clinical advantages for Negro doctors 
and Negro nurses. The Negro death rate 
remains higher than that of the whites, and 
it is attributed very largely to inadequate 
hospitalization in the South, where a major- 
ity of the Negroes live... Although Negro 
health has made decided gains in certain sec- 
tions of the United States, throughout the 
country, however, institutions for the train- 
ing of Negro nurses, internes, and research 
work for Negro physicians are altogether too 
few...” As if in response to the above com- 


plaint The Colored Man's Friend prints the 
following announcement: “There is now an 
Order of white Sisters willing to train col- 
ored girls for nurses, the Sisters of St. Mary 
of St. Francis, St. Mary’s Infirmary, 1537 
Papin St., St. Louis, Mo. — Girls who have 
completed their high-school course are ac- 
cepted for training. A few registered col- 
ored nurses will be employed also to assist 
the Sisters. The staff will be composed of 
doctors of both races; the faculty is that of 
St. Louis University Medical School...”
